in 1970 will be 12,850, 
well on its way to 15,000. 


Assistant City Adminis¬ 
trator Tom Butch has re¬ 
ceived notice of the Fed¬ 
eral Government’s recent 
preliminary census count 


of Sierra Madre. The pre¬ 
liminary census figure as 
of April 1, this year, was 
9,669. This is an increase 
of 2,396 persons over the 


1950 Federal census, or a 
32.9 per cent increase in 
the ten-year period. 

It is interesting to note 
that a special State Cen¬ 


sus conducted in March of 
1959 estimated Sierra Ma- 
dre’s population as 9,360. 
The difference between 
this special State Census 


in 1959 and the Federal 
Census in 1960 represents 
a 3.2 per cent increase, or 
to be more specific, 309 
persons.

There are all kinds of polls being conducted 
on the Presidential campaign. 

Some are legitimate; some are tinged with an 
unwonted commercialism; and others, with a pos¬ 
sible criminal aspect, arc downright spurious. The 
p.seudo-poll-taker may be a crook seeking to find if 
he can effect entry into your home. 

Sierra Madre police the past two weeks have had 
numerous complaints about poll-takers, phoning 
homos and asking the Presidential preference of 
the occupant. In daytimes, of cour.se, many of the 
latter are women. The alleged poll-takers give the 
name of some polling company, but when pressed 
refuse to give their phone number. 

Be sure any poll-takers phoning you homo are 
legitimate. First ask their phone number and if 
they refuse, hang up on them immediately. 

You don’t have to give them your Presidential 
preference—in fact, you don’t have to talk to them 
at all. There is no law compelling you to do so.

But the student’s opinion ^ 
must at all times be sound¬ 
ly supported by arguments 
based on evidence from the 
texts. With this freedom the 
discussions usually range 
from polite, subdued conver¬ 
sations to heated but gentle¬ 
manly arguments 

this TEAH students will 
be divided by class into two 
groups in order to accom¬ 
modate for individual atten- 
' tlon among the Increasing 
number of those desiring the 
course. 

The moderators. Brother R. < 
- Emery, F5.C., and Brother T. 
Timothy, F.S.C., will alter¬ 
nate every two weeks in in¬ 
structing the two groups, 
thus allowing the students a 
variety of methods and 
scope. 

The subjects under dis¬ 
cussion range from a wide 
variety of ancient classical 
epics, plays, and essays to 
modem day poetry, short 
stories, and novels.

ttie Glory" by Graham 
Greene, and Chaucer’s “Can¬ 
terbury Tales.”
